HRITAIN AND PAI.KSTINK 

Blncc the Brll.l.sh loan hiis hcpn up for dls- 
cui-slon In poHKri'ss, iicoplf In iiiiil oul ot that 
body have practlriUly .slnnd In linn to wnll 
lor ft chance to twlsL tlic llon'.s tnll. The 
British pcoplP and their Kovcriinient have 
been accused of ft versatile and Impressive 
collection ot vllliilnle.'i. And perhaps notlilnR 
has been more widely condemned than recent 
British policy and actions In Palestine. 

Zionist organizations have been particu- 
larly bitter— find who can blame them? The 
tragic plight ol their homclesa, unwanted 
brethren in Europe continues unsolved, with 
delay, indecision and violence their frulla of 
victory after the nlRhlmarc ot nnzlsm. And 
it mvist be granted that the British ijovern- 
ment hoa been Rullty of some intemperate 
words and hot-headed actions. 

But who, one may wonder, would do better 
In the long run? And what government would 
care to step forward and volunteer to take 
Palestine off Britain's hands and settle the 
whole controvL-rsy? 

Britain's presence there Is the result ot 
AUcnby's liberation ot Palestine In World war 
1. The situation was somewhat comparable to 
our own conquest and later administration ot 
Japan within the past year. 

But Britain inherited an old and explosive 
problem. Palestine Is homeland and holy land 
to Arabs as well at Jews. This fact was recog- 
nised In the oft-cited Balfour declaration of 
1017, which, while stating Britain's support 
of Jewish settlement In the nation homeland, 
specified that this should not prejudice the 
rights of Palestine's non-JewL^h residents. 

The real author ot the current trouble is 
not Attlea, Bevin, Churchill or Eden. It is 
Adolf Hitler. 

To most of us, Palestine seems the loKlcal 
place for the JewL^h survivors of Hitlerlsm. 
But that plan does not seem logical to the 
Arab world. In fact. It seems so illogical that 
Iti leadera, In politely diplomatic words, have 
unmistakably threatened a larBO-scale war 
of opposition In which they would seek to in- 
Toke Russian aid, 

So, among other things, Britain hos been 
trjlne to avoid another war. Meanwhile, our 
government has stood at a safe dlstonce and 
offered prudent advice, without committing 
itself in any way to its fulfillment. Many ot 
our citizens have called the Brltl.sh govern- 
ment hard names, but none ha.'! come up with 
a feasible plan for handling the over-all situ- 
ation any better, 

8uch a plan might be for some country 
other than Palestine to admit these hungry, 
desperate Jewi.^h refugees as soon ai pos- 
sible, leaving settlement of the more eso- 
teric problems of Zionism for a later date. But 
who has volunteered? Not Britain, under- 
standably, lor her people's diet today is even 
lower than thoir meager wartime fare. But 
not the United States or Canada or Brazil or 
Argentina, either. 

It Isn't difficult to imagine the hue and 
cry if 100,000 or more Jobless, moneyless 
refugees were to be sent to any one country. 
The Palestine Arabs are raising such a cry. 
only vastly more bloodthirsty, right now. The 
Jews continue to be the pathetic victims of 
all this. But it does seem a Utile unfair to 
make the British the only villains of the 
piece, 

OVERSTUFFED ILLUSIONS 
Today, when thousands ot American fami- 
lies are living in one or two rooms, comes 
word from the arbiters ot fashion in domestic 
architecture that the Americ-in home is go- 
ing to be smaller in coming years. But, they 
add, furniture will remain the same size, al- 
though It will look .smaller because light rugs 
and bright-colored drapes and upholstery will 
create an optical Illusion. 

That's all very Interesting. But we wonder 
whether the illusion will persist when the 
housewife finds in the home ot tomorrow 
that, although there Is less room to get 
around In while dusting, the surfaces to be 
dusted and polished retain their standard 
dimensions. 

And what of the tardy reveler, creeping 
stealthily toward bed with fervent hopes of 
not waking the little woman? We suspect that 
for him, traversing the maie of a compressed 
living room In the dark, the comet of a klng- 
slzfl chair might banish the illusion with the 
Impact of sharp reality. 

CANDY FROM A BABV 
Our nomlnatloQ for the meanest man in 
the world Is the Lower East Side candy mer- 
chant In New York who, on the day price con- 
trols .were lifted, \s reported to have raised 
the price of lollipops from a cent to three for 
a dime, and advanced his penny sticks of 
bubble gum to a nickel ap'ece. 

It aiso is perhaps aa eloquent an argument 
for CPA as has come along In this whole dls- 
cUstlon. On the books, the supply and demand 
of food seem nicely balaaced. But one of the 
great difficulties Is that many persons, like 
thU merchant, will — In one way or another— 
take candy away from a baby unless there Is 
a Uw to prevent tbem from doing It.
